London, May 7.— The Times publishes 
a communication from Mr. Hawksley, 
solicitor fur the British Chartered South 
African Company, which contains the 
minutes of the board meetings, its cor- 
respondence, etc., during the period of 
the excitement over the Jameson raid 
and since, showing that Cecil Rhodes, 
before leaving London on 1 1 its return 
to Rhodesia, empowered Mr, Hawkaley 
to tender his resignation to the Charter- 
ed Co., if it should prove advisable, he 
being actuated by a Btipreme desire to 
preserve the company's charter. Mr. 
Jameson also, it is announced, author- 
ized Mr. Hawksley to exonerate the di- 
rectors of the Chartered Compnny from 
any knowledge of or complicity in his 
raid. 

The directors at a meeting also placed 
on record their absolute ignorance of the 
raid. Mr. Hawksley's letter to the board 
tendering the resignation of Cecil 
Rhodes and Alfred Beit, the two direc- 
tors directly implicated by the " Trans- 
vaal Cryptogram," intimated that both 
of these personB will continue to devote 
their energies to Rhodesia in an unoffi- 
cial capacity, retaining their director- 
ships in other African railway and tele- 
graph companies. 

The directors of the Chartered South 
Africa Company on Monday cabled Cecil 
Rhodes at (Jwelo as follows: " Hesitate 
to accept resignation. What's your 
view?" Mr. Rhodes replied from Gwelo 
on Wednesday: " Let resignation wait. 
We fight .Matabeles to-morrow." The 
directors thereupon deferred their ac- 
ceptance of the resignation. 

Colonial Secretary Chamberlain has 
intimated to the directors that the gov- 
ernment has not considered it its duty 
to advise tli-e directors in the present sit- 
uation. 

A Pretoria despatch to the Daily Tele- 
graph, dated Wednesday, says: "John 
Hammond's wife had a long and touch- 
ing interview with President Kruger to- 
night, at which she pleaded the cause of 
her husband and the other prisoners. 
President ICruger promised to consider 
everything, and said he hoped the mat- 
ter would be settled by the end of the 
week." 

A despatch to the Pall Mall Gazette 
from Berlin states that JCugeno Wolff, 
the African explorer, has published a 
card charging the foreign office with had 
faith on appointing Lieutenant Werther 
as chief of the Jrangi company entrusted 
with the exploration of the northern 
parts of German East Africa. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Wolff, Lieutenant Wer- 
ther, during a previous expedition, com- 
mitted even worse crimes than did 
Peters.

In fact I would make no nun ark 
at thie time, except that hy not speak- 
ing I would appear to acquiesce in my 
execution. I only wish to Bay that the 
extent -of my wrong doing in taking 
human life consisted in the death 
of two women, they having died 
fit my hands as a result of a 
criminal operation. I wish to state here 
so that there can be no chance of mis- 
understanding, that J am not guilty of 
taking the lives of any of the Pietzels— 
the three children and Benjamin, the 
father, of whoso death I was convicted 
and for which I am to-day to he banged, 
That is all I have to say." The murder- 
er's words were well chosen and were 
well pronounced; his voice never quiv- 
ered. His hands clasped on the dark 
railing of the scaffold did not tremble, 
Ah the lust syllable fell from his lips he 
turned to his attorney, clasping his hand 
with a firm grip, and gazing straight into 
his eyes, said in a low voice, "good- 
bye." Then he carefully buttoned his 
coat, nodded to the sheriff and in 
an instant was shot to death.

The speech 
one delivers at night Sb now read the 
next day in every town and village for 
several hundred milea around. At most - 
of his meetings he hoped to be accom- 
panied by Hon. Mr. Foster or some 
other of his colleagues. He said he 
would regard the overthrow of the Na- 
tional Policy, if such a contingency 
should occur, as a calamity to the 
country, while its maintenance 
would ensure the continued industrial 
prosperity of the Dominion, lie thought 
the National Policy had a much strong- 
er hold on the people now, as was evi- 
denced by the hedging of certain Liberal 
speakers in all parts of the country. The 
scheme for a fast steamship service on 
the Atlantic, to which is joined the pro- 
position of making Canada the main 
highway between England and the East, 
were most important matters for Mani- 
toba, the Northwest Territories and the 
Pacific Coast. 

Sir Charles said he had nothing to- 
say on the remedial hill beyond what he 
had stated in his manifesto recently 
issued. He proposed to deal with the 
question fully to-morrow night at the 
meeting. He had most reliable advices 
from all parta of the Dominion, all of 
the most encouraging character for the 
Conservative party, who would sweep 
the Maritime Provinces, have a large 
majority in Quebec, and Ontario would 
respond nobly, as for every Conservative- 
seat in danger they were likely to cap- 
ture one of the Liberals, who were build- 
ing in the sand.

Tom McGovern made a shipment of a 
car load of ore to the Pilot Bay smelter 
this week from the Little Phil. 

The Britannia Mining Co. have started 
their concentrator. Their mine is look- 
ing better than ever before, a large 
body of ore being struck, in making an 
upraise to got ventilation. 

Mining operations during the winter 
were confined to the Ivy and Welland on 
Goat mountain. The former has ore 
which is exceedingly rich, assaying from 
99 ounces silver and 81 per cent, lead to 
10S ounceB silver, 79 per cent, lead and 
$4.13 gold per ton. The Welland own- 
ers had a 60-foot tunnel driven but at 
last accounts had not tapped the ledge. 

There is said to be excitement in the 
Deer Park situated on the eastern shore 
of the Lower Arrow lake about 15 to 20 
miles above Kobson. Xumbers of men 
have been going in and it is said that 
there are at least 150 there. The dis- 
coveries consist of free milling gold 
quartz. Messrs. Topping and Peterson 
have bought the Deer Park property, 
consisting of 1,800 acres, from the C.P.K. 
The price paid is reported to be $37,500. 
(From the Tribune.) 

The gross value of the ore shipped 
from the War Kaule mine at Rossland 
up to date is $592,800, and from the Le 
Roi $504,000, Both these mines are 
paying dividends. 

KAMLOOPS. 
(From the Inland Sentinel.) 

Some excitement has been created in 
the neighborhood of I'. T. creek, where 
it is reported several claims have been 
staked oil and registered and rich de- 
posits of the yellow metal are said to be 
only awaiting development. 

Everything in the way of mining is 
progressing fairly at Princeton. The 
Anglo-American is working with about 
25 men on the works. The John Bull 
hydraulic claim has already done con- 
siderable hydraulicing and will soon he 
reaily for a wash-up. Mr. Waterman 
will immediately commence hydraulic- 
ing on his new hydraulic claim on Fri- 
day creek, about four miles up the Si- 
milkameen from the Anglo-American. 
Mr. Stevenson is progressing with his 
fltuning and expects to be ready in May 
to turn on the water at the Granite 
creek hydraulic claim.

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TEUTH AS STRONG AS FICTION. 

To the Editor:— It is a pity that good 
intentions should be twisted and mis- 
construed to mislead and deceive inno- 
cent voters — if there be such. I notice 
that a most ingenious construction is 
placed on the effort made in the last ses- 
sion of parliament to relieve the electors 
of Victoria uf the inconvenience of trav- 
elling long distances, by subdividing 
two of the polling districts, thereby giv- 
ing the voter a shorter journey and less 
trouble. I think everyone who had to 
do with the election held last January 
will admit that the situation of the poll- 
ing places in Districts 10 and 11, 
that is to say, at the Willows 
and Victoria West, compelled elec- 
tors to travel too great a distance. 
Col. Prior and myself talked this matter 
over, agreeing as to the desirability of 
having the polling districts mentioned 
subdivided ; tho result being that the 
Premier introduced a bill in the Senate 
(to expedite matters on account of the 
block of business in the Commons) to 
give power to the returning officer to 
make the necessary subdivisions in ac- 
cordance with " The election act." 

The bill as first introduced — by the 
mistake of the printer, or of the Cramer 
of it— referred to district 11 only, where- 
upon Senator Midlines and myself 
pointed out to the Premier that district 
10 required subdividing more than dis- 
trict 11. The bill was then amended to 
include both districts. I think 1 state cor- 
rectly that Senator Mclnnes approved of 
the subdivision of those polling districts 
as much as Col. Prior and I did, but heob- < 
jected to the number of divisions pro- 
posed as being unnecessary and too ex- 
pensive. If the proposed bill had con- 
tained a suspicion of favoring the Con- 
servative party I feel sure that the 
watchful eye of my colleague would 
have detected it, and ho would instantly 
have entered a strong protest. I defy 
anyone to prove that the proposed sub- 
division would have placed the Con- 
servative party in a better position than 
the Liberal. It would have affected 
both parties alike, giving each the same 
trouble an 1 expense in altering and 
dividing the electoral lists to suit the 
new divisions. 

I am fully convinced that there was 
no intention to place the Liberal party 
at a disadvantage ; had there been, the 
proposed bill did not have sufficient 
scope or cover to give eO'ect to what 
would have been an unjust and cow- 
ardly act, to which I, for one, would not 
have given my support. The member 
responsible for the defeat of the bill de- 
parted from a code of honor — although 
unwritten — among gentlemen and mem- 
bers of parliament, that one member 
should not interfere in the purely local i 
affairs coming within the legitimate 
functions of another member. 

On general public questions of impor- 
tance this code would not apply, but 
these are clearly divided from purely 
local and unimportant questions like 
that now under discussion. Few ques- 
tions coining before parliament could be 
more local or of less importance t o any- 
one outside the electoral district of Vic- 
toria. For these reasons outside inter- 
ference cannot be justified, which in 
this instance has been the means of de- 
priving the electors of a convenience 
they had a right to expect. 

The answer to the Times' inquiry, 
"How Col. Prior could have made 
voting easier by giving No. 11 polling 
district five stations, and leaving all ttie 
others as they are," is very Bimple. 

1. The returning officer 'was not com- 
pelled under the act to have five polling 
stations unless there should be 200 
voting for each. 

'2. If it were possible to have a polling 
station at every man's door it surely 
would make voting easier — and five 
would be more convenient than one. 

3. All the other divisions in the city 
proper are compact and the polling 
places within them easy of access. 

4. No. 10 district was to be made more 
convenient for the voter, like No. 11.

WOMEN'S ARMENIAN RELIEF. 



THE TWENTY-FOURTH. 
To the Editor: — Laat year the sham | 



To the Editor: — We venture to ap- 
peal to you on behalf of the suffering in- 
habitants of Anatolia, whose condition 
at the present moment bullies descrip- 
tion. We are told that from SoO.OOO to 
hnlf a million of these wretched crea- 
tures are entirely dependent upon help 
outside Turkey — starving, naked, home- 
less, utterly ruined in all that makes 
life worth living, except the faith for 
which they are suffering; mourning 
dear ones murdered, or in the hell pri- 
sons of Turkey ; made desperate by 
the knowledge of outrage on their 
women, they fall an easy prey to 
disease and privation and add yet 
another chapter of horrors to the already 
dark history of their race. More than 
25,000 men, women and children have 
been massacred up to the present time, 
and typhus, smallpox, etc., are carrying 
off hundreds, perhaps thousands more. 
Even if reforms be established to-mor- 
row, tho sacrifice of life must be tre- 
mendous, unless the most substantial 
help be sent to them, for business is 
quite at a standstill — there will be no 
harvests to reap, houses must be re- 
built, oxen re-purchased, land cultivat- 
ed anew, before the people can even be- 
gin to take up their lives again. 
Dr. Grace Kimball, the missionary 
physician, and her colleagues are doing 
a splendid work in Van; with money 
sent by the Women's Armenian Relief 
committee she opened, last July, an In- 
dustrial Bureau, whence cotton and wool 
were given to the people 10 weave into 
cloth at a fair wage, another department 
turning the material into clothing. The 
enterprise has rapidly grown and de- 
veloped. From the last report we learn 
that 1 ti,000 persons were receiving 
assistance in food, clothing, bedding anil 
fuel. The six " Herald " bakeries, so 
called because instituted by the readers 
of the New York Christian Herald, are 
supplying 7,500 people with bread daily, 
besides wheat to those who are able to 
mill and bake for themselves. A hos- 
pital, badly needed, alas, has been add- 
ed ; the last venture is a department lor 
the manufacture of farm implements, to 
meet a certain want in the spring; u 
supply of these and seed corn have been 
already given to the refugees who are 
able to return. to their villages. 

Still the need grows — all money has long 
been exhausted and their constant ap- 
peals for help must not be disregarded. 
Miss Kimball has assisted Moks, Sha- 
dagh and other districts, anil gives shel- 
ter and succour tons many as possible of 
the refugees who flock into the city from 
the neighboring villages. Of the 500 vil- 
lages in the vilayet of Van 
i only twenty have escaped entire or 
! partial destruction and robbery, 
j The population in the city has been 
doubled ; how to find food and clothing 
for the poor, starving, naked, often 
| wounded creatures, is a daily problem. 
'i The W. A. K. P. has collected from 
; sympathisers in England, America, 
; France, £7,000, the Society of Friends

it. This year it is possible to have much 
more attractive and effective naval and 
military manoeuvres, Admiral Stephen- 
son having kindly offered to take part 
and to make a naval attack upon Mac- 
aulay point. This, of course, will have 
to he resisted by land forces, and the 
city companies with t he assistance of the 
R.M.A. will make a small showing 
against such strength. Every effort 
should be made to bring the three mili- 
tia companies from the Mainland. In- 
stead of doing this the finance commit- 
tee has refused to make an appropriation 
for that purpose. 

It is well known that a large number 
of men from the .Mainland will come 
down if their transportation and meals 
are provided. The C.F.N, Co. offered to 
provide transportation at the rate of if 1 
per bead, ami no doubt meals could be 
procured for *5 cents each, making the 
total cost per man as follows: Trans- 
portation $1, meals (5) $1.25; total .f'2.25 
— say .$2.50 each. 

Of course it would not be possible to 
have as large a number of men on Tues- 
day as on Monday, but I have been told 
by some of the militiamen who know, 
that each of the Mainland companies 
could provide at leasU'O men forTuesday, 
making a total of GO, which would make 
a very great difference in tho general 
appearance of the engagement. It must 
not be forgotten that each of these men 
will spend a certain amount of money 
while in the city in addition to culti- 
vating a friendly feeling between the 
cities. It lias been freely stated among 
those opposed to a sham fight that the 
cost last year of bringing the men from 
Vancouver amounted to from $4 to $7; 
but this is not true; the cost was as 
estimated above, but in addition each of 
the forty-six men was paid the sum of 
$1 for a berth on the boat, which they 
do not ask for this year. 

The finance committee should not 
lightly consider such an expenditure be- 
fore taking any action that would tend 
to throw a wet blanket on our celebra- 
tion. Citizen.

write sucli an address as we have at- 
tempted to describe, an address to which 
both his supporters and his opponents 
could refer with the certainty of finding 
in it what are his views and intentions'. 
Such an address would effectually put 
an end to controversies that at this mo- 
ment bid fair to be interminable. The 
Leader of the Opposition ought to write 
such an address. As we have already 
said, it will be the easiest thing in the 
world for a man of his ability and his 
peculiar aptitudes to write a manifesto 
of this kind. If he does not write 
it, if ho does not set before the 
people of the Dominion an exposition of 
his policy in terms tho true significance 
of which cannot be mistaken, Canadians 
who take an interest in public affairs 
will bo warranted in coming to the con- 
clusion that he does not want to be un- 
derstood ; that he designedly expresses 
himself oracularly in order that those 
who hoar him and those who read his ut- 
terances may take from them tho mean- 
ing that, chimes in with their wishes and 
their preconceived opinions. 



A CLEAR DECLARATION WANTED. 

The electors of the Dominion have not 
been kept in the dark as to what is the 
policy of the present Government. The 
very first thing that Sir Charles Tupper 
did, after he had formed his ministry, 
was to pen an address to the electors of 
Canada, in which he stated in the clear- 
est way and the plainest language the 
policy which he would pursue if he were, 
by the vote of the people, continued in 
power. There is not an ambiguous 
phrase in his whole address. He did 
not leave it for his supporters in the 
different parts of the Dominion to pick 
out of a long, rambling and purposely in- 
definite Bpeech the sentences and 
BentimentB that suited their several 
localities and to frame from 
them what each believed to be tho 
policy of the Government. He did not 
leave it open for the Conservatives of 
Nova Scotia to maintain that the policy 
of the Government on a subject of im- 
portance is one thing and for tho Con- 
servatives of British Columbia to affirm 
that it is something else entirely differ- 
ent. He ditl not give the Roman Catho- 
lics of the Dominion ground for saying 
that his policy on the school question is 
to redress the grievances of tho minority, 
and the Protestants good reason for be- 
lieving that he is in favor of leaving 
things as they are. Only one interpre- 
tation can be placed on the language of 
his address. Those who profess to be 
the supporters of the Government can 
have no possible excuse for saying 
in one part of the Dominion 
that Sir Charles Tapper favors one 
policy ; and those in another part of the 
Dominion for declaring that he intends 
to pursue another and a very different 
policy. It will have to be admitted by 
men of all parties and of all creeds that 
Sir Charles Tupper has dealt with the 
people of this Dominion frankly, openly 
and honestly. 

Can any man in Canada, whether he 
is Conservative or Liberal, Protestant 
or Catholic, say with truth and sincerity 
that tho lion. Mr. Laurier lias been 
equally frank, open and honest in his 
utterances on political questions? Why 
has not Mr. Laurier issued a manifesto 
in which are sot forth without 
ambiguity and indeflniteness his 
views and intentions on the 
subjects now before the people? 
Such a document is urgently required. 
Everyone knows that Mr. Laurier's 
speeches in the House of Commons are 
like a musical instrument in the hands 
of politicians; each of them can play 
upon it the tune which he considers best 
Buited to the taste and the opinions of 
his audience. If Mr. Laurier did not 
make those speeches purposely ambigu- 
ous he has a wonderful talent for being 
indefinite— for framing his public utter 
ances in such a way that each of his 
hearers can take from them the moaning 
that will suit his views and predi- 
lections. 

Mr. Laurier, if he chose, could easily 
do away with this uncertainty and at 
the same time take from himself the 
reproach of double-dealing. Let 
hint exercise his extraordinary in- 
genuity in putting words together to 
compose an address to tho electors of 
Canada which will be a model of sim- 
plicity, clearness and precision. Let 
him state what his views are on import- 
ant subjects in such a way that the most 
ingenious word-twister cannot make it 
appear that his language is susceptible 
of two Interpretations, or that what he 
says in one part of hi a address neutral- 
izes or contradicts what he says in an- 
other part. 

Mr. Laurier is a very clever man and 
ho has a groat command of language. It 
would be no troublo at all for him to 
. 



" THE COLONEL'S BILL." 

The Times keeps on harping to very 
little purpose about the bill tosub-divide 
tho polling districts, which the Grit ob- 
structionists strangled. The long and 
the short of the matter is that if tho 
" Colonel's bill " had been allowed to 
pass the electors of districts Ten and 
Eleven would, at the coming election, 
be able to poll their votes with very lit- 
tle inconvenience or loss of time. What 
the local Grits and their tool, Joe Mar- 
tin, did was through pure " cussedness " 
to put them to a gieat deal of trouble on 
election day. "The Colonel's bill" 
would have saved them that trouble — 
Liberals as well as Conservatives, but 
the busybodies at home, through their 
man Friday at Ottawa, killed the 
bill. Senator Mclnnes deserves credit 
for the part he took in the matter. He 
saw that the bill was calculated to ox- 
tend a convenience to many of the elec- 
tors, and instead of trying to block it lie 
did what ho could to extend its scope 
and increase its efficiency. He no doubt 
has his opinion of the "Smart Alecs" 
who have taken upon themselves to en- 
gineer tho election on the part of the 
Opposition. Hs was willing to do the 
Victoria electors a g''od turn, but they 
were determined to put tho electors to all 
the trouble they could. Senator Mac- 
donald's letter in another column puts 
the matter in the proper light. 



GRIT DOUBLE-DEALING. 

"Hands off Manitoba" and "No 
coercion " are tho watchwords of the 
Liberals of Victoria, and they would 
have theelectors believe that these watch- 
words express the determination of the 
Liberals in all parts of the Dominion; 
but they do not. La Patrie, an influen- 
tial Liberal paper published in Mon- 
treal, gives the following account of 
what took place tho other day in a Que- 
bec constituency : 

Yesterday a meeting was held at the 
village of St. Hemi, in tho interests of 
the candidature of M. Monet, in the 
county of Laprairie-Napierville. M. 
Monet declared himself in favor of a 
friendly settlement of the school ques- 
tion, and pledged himself to vote for a 
remedial law in case the Government of 
Manitoba does not give to the minority 
of Manitoba more justice and more ad- 
vantages than were accorded in the 
famous remedial bill of last session. 

So M. Monet, the Liberal candidate, 
at a Liberal meeting found it necessary 
to pledge himself to a more stringently 
" coercive " policy than that instituted 
by the late Government. If M. Monet 
had been a Conservative candidate, com- 
pelled to pledge himself to a coercive 
policy by Conservative electors, the 
news would have been wired immedi- 
ately to every Grit newspaper in the 
Dominion, but as a supporter of Mr. 
Laurier took the pledge; nothing is said 
about it by the Grits outside of Quebec. 

IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION. 

As is well known, there have boon sug- 
gestions at various times as to the utili- 
zation of the flsh offal of the Fraser 
river, which heretofore has not only been 
going to waste, but in the opinion of 
many constituted a nuisance. How to 
get rid of it cheaply, not to speak of 
utilizing it at all, has been one of the 
vexed questions, and as between the 
dinners and the authorities at Ottawa 
was productive of a good ileal of friction 
and mutual recrimination. The most 
natural suggestion to arrive at was that 
the offal should be utilized as a fer- 
tilizer, but many difficulties stood 
in tho way of making this prac- 
ticable. In the first place, the 
output would necessarily be limited to 
the wants of a comparatively small 
section, and the cost of treating the 
offal by scientific methods would place 
it out of tho reach of the average farmer. 
One great difficulty is to do away with 
the oil, which renders it practically use- 
less. There was some talk, and one 
time a proposition, of exporting lish 
guano on a large scale, but its success 
was in no way assured. Regarding tho 
merits of the guano that had been ex- 
perimented with, thoro was little to 
justify tho enterprise either from a local 
consumption or a foreign export point of 
view. 

It is useless, however, to deny that 
there is a very large area of tho lands in 
the Westminster district and along the 
coast generally, that to be made avail- 
able for cultivation do absolutely require 

fertilization; and without which it would 

- 



be impossible to hope for any degree of 
continued success. Therefore, there 
seem to be two requisites, viz: an 
abundant supply of good fertilizing 
material easily accessible, and a cheap 
method of production. A fertilizer cost- 
ing $26 a ton is out of the question for 
general purposes. One thut would cost 
$5 to $8 a ton would be a boon to the 
farmer or gardener, and be a splendid 
investment. Undoubtedly fish guano, 
properly treated, is an excellent manure, 
containing tho ingredients of which our 
coast wash is deficient. Owing to the 
predominancy of coniferre, which return 
little or nothing to the soil, and 
the heavy rainfullB, which leech out the 
beneficial Baits, the lighter and gravelly 
lands lack the constituents wliich the 
offal possesses. So far as the economic 
aspect of the subject is concerned it has 
been largely a question of treatment 
heretofore. 

It has been suggested that a cheap 
fertilizer may be obtained by simply 
making beds of fish offal mixed with sea 
weed or kelp with which the coast 
abounds, and composting with lime. 
Instead of expensive factory processes 
nature does the work, and the oil is 
chemically converted by fermentation 
and in this way disposed of. This may 
or may not be practicable here, but a 
somewhat similar method has been fol- 
lowed on the west coast of Scotland and 
elsewhere in the oid countries. At all 
events, the matter has been brought to 
the attention of the Dominion Minister 
of Agriculture bv Col. Prior and Mr. 
Earle, who have interested themselves 
in the subject, and we understand that 
the Government has decided upon taking 
it in hand and making experiments dur- 
ing the present season to determine the 
utility of such a composition as a fer- 
tilizer. In fact, instructions have already 
been given to that effect. With un- 
limited quantities of offal and sea weed 
at hand and a minimum of labor em- 
ployed in the process, it should be possi- 
ble to produce a manure so cheaply that 
it could be conveyed in scows to con- 
venient points on the Fraser river and 
along the coast, and rendered profit- 
able for farmers generally to utilize. 
If it can be proved to be a success, which 
we sincerely hope it will be, it will go a 
long way towards solving the offal 
problem, besides turning what is now a 
waste and troublesome product of the 
canneries to a profitable use. 'Messrs. 
Prior and Earle have done good service 
in inducing the Government to under- 
take the experiment. 

The economics of fertilizing are per- 
haps the least understood of any phase 
of agriculture in Canada, the statement 
being peculiarly applicable to the West ; 
and any text book authorized for use in 
the public schools — anil we believe the 
Minister of Education has the matter at 
the present time under hie considera- 
tion — should make their study a feature 
of special prominence. It Is one of the 
very greatest importance. 

S UFFERINO ARMENIA. 

It is to be hoped that the citizens of 
Victoria will take into consideration the 
dreadful condition of the unhappy and 
tortured inhabitants of Armenia and 
their urgent need of assistance. These 
unfortunate Eastern Christians, because 
of their faithfulness and their con- 
stancy, have been reduced to a con- 
dition of such utter misery that we, 
whose lines are cast in pleasant places, 
can have no adequate idea of their 
sufferings. Here is a description of tho 
state in which a very large number of 
them were so late as tho end of March, 
not two months ago : 

The Duke of Westminster has received 
trustworthy information that there are 
no less than '200,000 Armenian men, 
women and children in Asiatic Turkey 
who are in a most deplorable condition, 
and on the verge of starvation. Many 
are wandering in the forests without 
food and almost naked. All funds re- 
ceived at Grosvenor House are sent to 
Her Majesty's ambassador at Constanti- 
nople, who directs their distribution, 
aided by a local European committee. 
Sixteen depots have been opened in 
Anatolia, and at least .ClOO.OOO is re- 
quired to provide for these destitute 
people, as they have been unable to ob- 
tain seotl corn, and therefore, having no 
harvest to reap, must perish unless aided 
by charity. 

Half a million of dollars is a large 
sum to raise for a charitable purpose, 
but we are very sure that twice the sum 
would be cheerfully contributed if the 
inhabitants of Great Britain and her 
dependencies only realized how great is 
the destitution among these poor perse- 
cuted Armenians. Money is being raised 
in all parts of Canada for these suffering 
Christians, and it will be singular if 
Victoria's contribution does not bear 
testimony to the active sympathy with 
suffering and the large-heartedness of 
its inhabitants.

GAME LAW AMENDMENTS.

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NOT A SECTARIAN ISSUE. 

The Manitoba School Question Not to Be 
Decided on Lines of Religions 
Difference. 

(From tho M mtreal Gazette.) 

No litoio mischief-making assertion 
could bo made than that the unfortunate 
Manitoba school question is a sectarian 
one, to be decided on lines of religious 
difference. Fortunately also, no mure 
false statement could be made. While 
some are doing their best to stir up op- 
position to the principle of the remedial 
bill on the ground that it is putting the 
neck of Manitoba under the foot of the 
Pope, and while others are doing what 
they can to array the Roman Catholics 
on the other side, the mass of the people 
show no inclination of falling into the 
ranks of the bigots. In the Roman 
Catholic districts of Quebec, men who 
in parliament spoke and voted against 
the remedial bill are being re-nomin- 
ated by their former Roman Catholic 
constituents. In the most strongly 
Protestant districts of Ontario Protes- 
tant representatives who supported the 
bill with their voice and their vote are 
being approved by their party support- 
ers. Mr. Dickey, who introduced the 
remedial bill, is a Protestant ; Mr. Lau? 
rier, who moved its rejection, is a Roman 
1 Catholic. And so it is generally with 
tho mass of their parties. The gentle- 
men in parliament who thought it their 
duty to vote against their political 
friends on the principle of the measure 
were in each case a small minority 
Their dissent from the body of their 
party colleagues in neither case just itie 
any claim that their action is likely to 
split the country into two hostile fac- 
tions. It is to be trusted that what is 
not justified by what has so far trans 
pired will not be justided by any 
thing that will occur. There is 
nothing in the question itself, rightly 
viewed, to create any such division. The 
issue is a constitutional and political 
one, and there should be in it no more 
reason for setting all the Roman Catho 
lies on one side and all the Protestants 
on the other, than there is why all Ro- 
man Catholics should be protectionists 
and all Protestants free traders. The 
facts are simply that parliament in crea- 
ting the Province of Manitoba deemed it 
wise to provide that there should be sep- 
arate schools for tho religious minority 
in tho province. It approved of the 
same provision in the ease of the prov- 
inces of Ontario and Quebec, when the 
Confederation resolutions were under 
discussion. In the two Eastern prov- 
inces the people have loyally abided by 
the spirit of the Constitution. The 
Protestants of Quebec have the privilege 
of establishing and paying their taxes 
to schools under their own management, 
which echools share in the grant for pub 
lie instruction from the provincial trcas 
nry. The Roman Catholics of Ontario 
are in the enjoyment of a like privilege 
In Manitoba the majority of the legisla- 
ture did not observe the spirit of the 
Constitution, and a law was passed 
which took away from Roman Catholics 
the separate school privileges they had 
enjoyed for twenty years. The aggrieved 
minority appealed to the government 
for redress. The highest court in the 
realm has said that parliament has it 
in its power to give redress. The 
government of Canada lias issued a 
remedial order meant to secure such 
redress, which the government and legis- 
lature of Manitoba disregarded, and aj 
peal was made to parliament to exercis 
its powers. These are the facts of the 
case, about which there is no dispute 
There is room for difference of opinion 
as to what it is wisest to do in the cir- 
cumstances. There are those wdio be- 
lieve in the principle of national schools, 
who would not have interference onjany 
consideration. Some are Roman Catholics 
and some are Protestants. There are 
those who sympathize with the Maui 
toba minority, but who think that par 
liainent's powers in the matter are so 
circumscribed and their use is so liable to 
produce evil instead of good, that they 
hold it better for all parties that no at- 
tempt should be made to exercise them. 
Some of these are Catholics and some 
Protestants. There are those who sym- 
pathize with the Manitoba Catholic: 
and desire to see the cause of their 
grievances removed, but. who think 
that such an end can better be secured 
by persuading the Province than by ac- 
tion of the Dominion . Some of these 
are Catholics and' some Protestants. 
And there are those who think that the 
separate school privileges of the Manitoba 
minority were part of a solemn compact 
to which the nation is a party, which 
the nation is bound in honor to main 
tnin, by a strong hand if necessary, and 
who, feeling that conciliatory repn 
sentations to the Government of 
Manitoba have failed, and are cer 
tain to fail in securing their ob- 
ject, hold that parliament is in honor 
bound to remedy, as far as lies in its 
power, the grievances that exist because 
of the violation of its own statute. Am- 
ong these, as among (he other class 
there are Roman Catholics as well 
Protestants. It is to these the govern- 
ment is appealing, not on religious or 
sectarian grounds, but in the belief that 
the course it lias committed itself to is 
the right one to take under the circum- 
stances, and one that the majority of the 
people should approve. It cannot be 
carried out without the approval of a 
very large proportion of the Protestant 
electors of Canada, and the government 
asks the support of these elect- 
ors on exactly the same ground as 
it seeks that of their Roman Catholic 
fellows, that it believes its course is 
right. Parliament did not. divide on the 
issue on sectarian lines. Voters in the 
constituencies in which bye-elections 
have been held did not so divide. Th** 
press is not so divided. The only voices 
that appear to fear such a division arc 
those of men and newspapers whose past 
history shows that they hope to profit 
by a strife that all their neighbors must 
Buffer by, and that their neighbors are 
seeking to avert.

ALASKAN BOUNDARY. 

If Canada's Claim is Allowed the U.S. Will 
Lose Glacier Bay and Muir Glacier. 

Eliza R. Skidmore discusses "The 
Alaska Boundary Question " in the May 
Century. The writer says : 

The change of boundary indicated by 
the Cameron line would not only take 
from Alaska several rich mineral sec- 
tions, but our most unique scenic pos- 
sessions. Portland Channel itself is a 
iord of surpassing beauty; Belun Canal 
is justly extolled as the finest landscape 
reach on the coast; Revillagigedo is the 
scenic island ; and John Muir is author of 
the saying that the Stickeen river is " a 
Yosemite one hundred miles long." The 
Cameron line would annex all these to 
Canada, crossing the Stikine at. its 
muddy mouth, and taking away over 
sixty miles of that navigable Yosemite, 
on whose banks four places have been 
accepted as the temporary boundary in 
the past. Three times the Hudson Bay 
Company post and the British custom 
house were removed and rebuilt, until at 
last, during the Cassiar mining boom, 
the British custom bouse was allowed to 
remain on acknowledged Alaskan soil, 
at the foot of the Great Glacier, for the 
temporary convenience of the British 
authorities and the United States mil- 
itary officers at Port. Wiangell, near the 
mouth of the Stikine river. Later a 
town site was surveyed around this very 
custom house, and entered at Victoria, 
B. C. 

The most beautiful tide-water glacier 
on the coast would, be lost to us by Gen. 
Cameron's pencilled annexation of Taku 
Inlet. The boundary line, which had 
always been drawn at the crest of the 
mountain range at the head of Lynn 
canal, was moved down to tide-water on 
the Canadian map of 1884 ; and in 1SS7 
Gen. Cameron moved the line sixty 
miles further south, to the very entrance 
of that magnificent fiord, gathering in 
all the Pernor's Bay mines, the canner- 
ies at the head of Lynn canal, the great 
Davidson glacier, and the scores of lesser 
ice-streams that constitute the c,loiy of 
that great Lvngenliord of the New 
World. ' 

Least pleasant to contemplate in this 
proposed parti 1 ion or gerrymandering of 
scenic Alaska is the taking away of 
Glacier hay, which, discovered by John 
Muir in 1S79, visited and named by Ad- 
miral Beanlslee in TSSO, has been the 
goal of regular excursion steamers for 
thirteen seasons past. Alaska tourists 
leurn with dismay that the Cameron 
line, cutting across Glacier hay at its 
very entrance, would transfer the great 
glaciers to the British Hag, and prevent 
United States steamers from landing 
passengers at Muir Glacier, just as the 
Canadian excursion steamer has been 
debarred Irom landing visitors in Muir 
Inlet for want of a United States custom 
hotiBe. 

So far the so-called Canadian "aggres- 
sions " are all on paper. The Cameron 
line has been drawn, but has only im- 
aginary existence. For a quarter of a 
century there has been complete indif- 
ference to the unsettled Alaska boundary 
line on the part of the United States, 
followed recently by excited and intem- 
perate utterances in tho newspapers, 
based on half information, miners' yams, 
and imagination, as deplorable in effect 
as the former indifference.

WJiilc the changes in mon's apparel 
aro by 110 means us sudden and pro- 
nounced ;is iu women's, they aro per- 
haps mora subtlo. To one who knows, a 
coat or a boot or shoe indicates precise- 
ly what hind of care a man chooses to 
take of his personal appearance. Tailors, 
without the ingenuity perhaps or the 
wide sweep of color, material and often 
imbecilities (hat mark the coutburiere 
and mautun maker, are sufficiently pro- 
gressive in their generation. They stamp 
ono season's impress upon (heir handi- 
work so that lie who runs can tell of 
what vintage a coat may bo. It is all 
for this reason that men as well as wom- 
en are on the lookout for something 
new, and the New York Herald devotes 
considerable space to men's fashions, il- 
lustrating correct Loudon and New York 
models. 

Beginning with the dress suit, which 
is mado of smooth cloth, thero are no 
special differences this year as to fash- 
ions and cut. Dress coats aro bein<; 
mado rather fuller in the waists and 
short waisted, suggesting a wrinkle or 
two on the hips; a breast pocket outside 
permissible. White waistcoats aro al- 




most invariably worn with dross coats, 
being,' of course, double breasted and 
well rounded. A double or single braid 
is worn down the trousers leg. 

Nest in order comes the frock coat. 
The frock coat comes more and more in- 
to prominence. In London the Johnnies 
wear nothing else. Bond street, Piccadil- 
ly, St. James street, in the park, you 
see absolutely nothing but frock coats. 
The long failed cutaway coat is decided- 
ly less in vogue. It depends a great deal 
for its beauty and fitness on the contour 
of the wearer. Neither of these coats is 
now made with very long tails. 

Letting these formal and dressy cents 
go ovi rboard, we come at once to the 
always desirable, fashionable sack coats, 
which are usually known in New York 
as business suits. There is no appreci- 
able difference this year in sack coats 
from any other year. They are cut to 
be easily worn and comfortable gar- 
ments. They are made as usual with 
three buttons, showing a considerable 
amount of shirt bosom and fitting rath- 
c r closely to the figure. 

The latest fad is to give these coats, 
as well as ihe cutaway coats, a pointed 
lapel, which upon tall and stout men 
looks very well The old fashioned idea 
of the square lapel, however, holds its 
own, and the points are less seen in 
coats than last year. The doublo breast- 
ed sack coat will be as much in vogue 
as over. It is the most convenient kind 
of a coat in summer, when men do not 
feel like wearing waistcoats, and made 
without lining is coed and comfortable. 
The SO called tuxedo coat is now mado 
without the rolling collar, but with a 
pointed lapel, like the dress suit, covered 
with satin to the edge. 

Each man must dri ss his throat as 
best becomes him. A high masher collar 
on a short, thick throated chappio would 
of course be absurd, as would a low ly- 
ing collar on a skinny necked man. 
There is happily an infinite variety of 
c • liar* today which will properly cover 
the neck and make any man look re- 
spectable and presentable. Of course a 
long ti:i'> .lied dude will stick to his 
London patti rn of the highest standing 
collar, with bent c< rners, which, after 
all. seems u< be the most impressive and 
correct for his style of beauty. The

stand up, turnover collar, which hits be- 
come so useful and fashionable, seems 
to have come to shvy. 

As for neckties, tho dude can roam 
ov( r an finuless variety of patterns. It is 
no Longer fashionable to wear a large 
folding tie, with a bejeweled pin, except 
on state occasions. For tho coming 
spring and summer everything tends to- 
ward a highly colored shirt front and a 
bowknot tie of many colors, mado to 
look its much a.t possible like the wings 
•of a butterfly. These ties aro made of 
soft silk, satin or highly colored linen 
to match tho shirts. 

Tho prevailing fashion in hats this 
spring is an almost perfectly straight 
crown and very moderate rim. In pot hats 
tho same conservative fashion prevails. 
Tho mode for straw hats this summer 
will repudiate tho exaggerated rims of 
last season and como back to reasonablo 
and much smaller brims.

hand there are mothers who insist that 
even tho useful overall should possess 
some claims to grace. These allusions 
refer of course more particularly to pin- 
afores for girls. These garments for tho 
boys must necessarily bo cut in a stern- 
er manner, so to speak. 

A convenient overall, suitable for 
either boy or girl, is simply made as a 
smock to fall from a yoke from tho 
neck, and honeycombed or smocked 
with coarse white thread. It is a par- 
ticularly comfortable little shape, tho 
material under Ihe arms being dragged 
up rather loosely, and then smocked to 
a depth of about four inches. Thisgives 
freedom to the arms. The waist is fas- 
tened in witli a white linen sash, and 
the. neck simply completed with a turn- 
down collar of the same. The sleeves 
are just big enough to go comfortably 
over the dress, and aro finished also 
with culls of tbo white. Tho overall is 
mado in butcher' blue linen, which 
washes well. It could of course be fash- 
ioned in other material, 

A dressy pinafore will make a plain 
frock quite smart. It may lx> made of 
cream colored wash ing silk, or fine iu- 
dian muslin, with Valenciennes ox mal- 
tose lace. The whole pinafore is com- 
posed of strips of lace insertion, alter- 
nated with strips of (lie silk. The pina- 
foro is simply trimmed with frills of tho 
silk round the neek. This pinafore may 
bo worn by a little girl of 5 or her older 
sister of 10 or 12 years of age. 

The pinafore apron, adapted for a 
girl of from 10 to 13 years of age, when 
prettily made, serves not only to freshen 
up on old dress, but is a protection to a 
new one. 

It is made of fine white or cream col- 
ored cambric, trimmed with birdseyo 
spotted washing muslin of tho same col- 
or. The apron part is made entirely of 
the white cambrio, edged with a three 
inch frill of the spotted muslin. The bib 
is rather high and narrow, with a very 
deep frill of the muslin, which falls al- 
most to the waist and gives a pretty ef- 
fect. Over the shoulders are also small 
epaulets of the muslin. The apron is 
simply made with a band. The materials 
required for these designs will be as fol- 
lows: Linen overall — 2 to :i 1-2 yardsof 
linen, 1 yard of white; best pinafore 
— 2 to 1 yards of silk-, 8 to 12 of inser- 
tion; cambric pinafore — yards of 
cambric and a yard of muslin. 



Cream of Lettllco Soup. 

Take 2 heads of lettuce; wash them 
carefully. Put aside the white inside 
leaves for the dinner salad. The green 
leaves place neatly together, and with a 
sharp knife cut into shreds. Put them 
into the stock, a quart, and simmer gen- 
tly for .'!0 minutes. Press through a col- 
ander, return to the fire, rub a table- 
spoonful of butter, 2 of Hour together, 
add to the soup, stir until it thickens, 
add a tablespoonful of grated onion, a 
half pint of milk or cream, a palatable 
seasoning of salt and pepper. Put the 
yolk of an egg into a tureen, beat it 
lightly, pour in the hot soup, add a ta- 
blespoonful of chopped parsley and serve. 



TO VIOLIN STUDENTS. 

Difficulty of Learning to Bow Correctly. 
Keep tiui Wrist mill Arm Elastic 

Self instruction on (ho violi^ is prac- 
tically impossible, owing, among other 
things, to the gn a! d'f.lcnlfyi f learning 
to bow correctly. ;.<1 or bad violin 
playing is a tpncstlca largely of good or 
bad bowing. The fingers of tho left 
hand are of sr.ir.ll importance compared 
to the work of the right hand. Arty ono 
with a good ear can learn to linger iu 
tune, but a correct bowing and beauti- 
ful tone art; the work of years. Staud 
erect, with (he weight on the left foot, 
the right being placed a little in ad- 
vance. Hold the violin firmly by placing 
the lower edge on the left collar bone 
and shoulder. The head of the perform- 
er inclines a little to the left, and the 
left jawbone is pressed firmly on tho 
chin rest of the violin, or, if no chin rest 
is used, on the violin to the left of tho 
tailpiece. Great care must bo taken not 
to hold tho violin too much to the left 
or too straight in front of the performer, 
for if the position is not correct the right 
arm cannot possibly produce straight 
bowing. The violin should not be allow- 
ed to sink down, but should be held 
horizontally at all times. The bow is 
held with the thumb and fingers of tho 
right hand. The thumb is placed direct- 
ly in front of the frog. Tho lingers are 
then placed on tho stick of the bow so 
that the stick lies exactly within the 
first joint of tne middle linger, and the 
little finger lies on top of the stick near 
the end. 

Now comes the most difficult problem, 
to draw the bow straight over tho strings. 
The hair of the bow must bo applied on 
tho edge, tho stick of tho bow being 
turned away fr< m tho bridge toward 
the head of the violin. An artistic play- 
er plays sometimes near the bridge of 
tho violin, sometimes away from it, as 
a loud or soft tone is required. Tho be- 
ginner should bow, say, ;m inch from 
the bridge and try to keep the bow al- 
ways at that distance until he has 
learned to bow steadily. In order to 
keep the bow parallel with tho bridge 
the wrist must describe a series of 
curves, being held in a convex position 
when tho heel of tho bow is being used 
paid in a concave position when the tip 
is used. Straight bowing may be at- 
tained by sawing on the open strings of 
the violin persistently from one end of 
the bow to tho other, taking care that 
the bow alwavs runs parallel with the 
bridge. 

In the first bowing practice no pres- 
sure should boused. The bow should lie 
held and drawn over tho string so light- 
ly that it will seem to breatho the note, 
A violin player's wrist must be elastic 
in tho highest degree. A most difficult 
thing to learn is to apply great pressure 
to tho bow with tho hand in order to 
produce a full tone and yet at, the same 
time to keep the wrist and arm elastic. 
All pressure is applied with the forefin- 
ger. In orde,- 1 acquire tone the first 
practicing must be done very softly, the 
bow simply being guided across Ihe 
strings without the performer pressing 
on it. Tho wrist bowings — short strokes 
produced by the wrist alone at the heel, 
the middle and the point of tho bow — 
should be practiced almost from tho be- 
ginning, as they are of great impor- 
tance. A mirror is of great assistance in 
learning to bow. Stand with the right 
side to tho mirror, and the bowing can 
bo easily watched and corrected. In 
bowing on the E string the arm is kept 
close to tho side ; when playing on the A 
it; is raised a little, on the D a little 
more, and by the time the G- is reached 
tho elbow is 10 or 12 inches from the 
side, explains a writer in The Ladies' 
Homo Journal, from which the forego- 
ing is reproduced. 



Tho Flour liarrul. 

Keep the flour, if possible, iu a cool, 
dry, airy room where the temperature 
will be equable, not above (10 degrees or 
05 degrees. Like; butter, it will absorb 
odors readily, and for this reason thero 
should be a separate place made for tin? 
accommodation < if the i\< mr barrel where 
it will not, be near Ash, vegetables or 
onions. Always sift, before using. 

IIoxch and Strings. 
Lvory well regulated honso should 
contain a place where boxes are kept. 
Then every one that comes to the house, 
as soon as its contents are usod, should 
be put in this closet, along with the, 
string and wrapping paper, SO that if a 
parcel is to be. done up in a hurry the 
materials aro at hand. 



Household Brovltics. 

A pinch of salt added to the white of 
eggs will make them beat up quicker 
and lighter. 

According to a wholesale furniture 
dealer, the best furniture polish is made 
of one-third alcohol and two-thirds 
sweet oil. Apply it with a soft cloth 
and rub with another cloth. 

Woodwork and floors are now stained 
with a color called forest green. It har- 
monizes with draperies and coverings of 
almost any color. 

Keep the soup kettle always tightly 
•' Ti red, lest the aroma of tho soup os- 
•lapes with tho steam. 

A good Smyrna rug will staud hard 
wear for ten years, longer than tho best 
carpet will present a respectable appear- 
ance. 

White moated game should bo very 
well cooked, while dark meats should bo 
served rare. 

A piece of horse radish root put into a 
jar of pickles will keep tho vinegar 
from losing its strength, and tho pickles 
will not be as liable to become soft or 
moldy. This is especially good fox to- 
mato pickles. 



WiwIiiiiR; Handkerchiefs. 

Place tin 1 handkerchiefs in warm wa- 
ter in which there are a few drops of 
ammonia and wash them with castile 
soap and rinse in the usual manner. 
They should then be squeezed, then in 
this thoroughly wet state spread out on 
a marble topped withstand, or, lacking 
that, on the mirror or window pane, 
taking care, witli the aid of another 
very wot (doth, to spread them tautly, 
smoothing out any wrinkles with the 
same wet cloth. Should the handker- 
chiefs be embroidered, they must be 
spread with the wrong side against the 
marble or glass. The precaution should 
be taken id' wiping off the marble or 
glass first in order that, no dirt may 
f p dl the ultimate effect of tho novel but 
most efficacious mode of ironing. 

The articles so treated must bo allow- 
i! to remain upon the glass until thor- 
oughly dry, when they either dropoff 
of their own accord or can bo peeled oil' 
and folded as desired. They will then be 
found to have a smooth, perfect finish, as 
though fresh from the hands of the most 
accomplished laundress. Tho best plan 
is to do tlm washing the last thing be- 
fore retiring for the night, as' in that 
way the handkerchiefs will be thorough- 
ly dry by morning.

INDIGNANT FISHERMEN. 

Complaint Because Fish Caught In Cana- 
dian Waters are Freely Admitted 
Into the United States. 

Dunkirk, May 0. — Local fishermen 
uro indignant because fish caught in 
Canadian waters and shipped into the 
United States packed, are admitted free 
of duty. It is pointed out that the 
United States government stocks 
the lakes with millions of fry, 
which breed in the spawning grounds 
along the Canadian shore, and that 
American fishermen tire prohibited 
from entering Canadian waters to lish. 
Revenue cutterB vigilantly patrol the 
centre of the lake, and woe to the luck- 
less or venturesome craft that crosses 
the imaginary line. The fate of the 
tug Grace, which hailed from this 

Eort and was taken in custody 
y the cutter Dolphin about two years 
ago is marked in the minds of states 
fishermen and few dare chance a similar 
fate, so all keep away from the danger 
line meridian. Then, again, it is urged 
that the companies in the fishery indus- 
try employ cheap labor, enjoy cheap 
rents, go to little expense to pack their 
fish, putting just enough ice on to keep 
them while getting them into the States 
free of duty, and there are able to under- 
sell American fishermen. This feeling 
will bear fruit before long in an earnest 
attempt to amend legislation sons to put 
fish on the dutiable list.

Her 
skipper, Capt. William Cox, returned 
home yesterday, and reports a catcli of 
418 skins. Apart from the smashing of 
several of his canoes, the news of which 
has already been published, his bunting 
expedition was barren of any interesting 
incidents. 

TUT. WEST COAST SERVICE. 

Soon after her arrival from West Coast 
points yesterday morning the steamer 
Maude sailed for Comox, She bad an 
uneventful trip down the Coast, and 
brought back among her passengers G. 
Stewart, Captain William Cox, P. Mc- 
Grath and A. Rippon. The O.P.N. Com- 
pany have decided to run only one 
steamer down the coast, and while the 
Maude continues a tri-inonthly service 
the Thistle will be withdrawn at least 
for a time from the Alberni run. The 
Maude sails again on Sunday evening. 

MARINE NOTES. 

It is expected that the steamer Transit 
will leave the Sound for Central America 
to-day, her cargo including a deckload 
of lumber and a thousand cases of coal 
oil. The popular beverage known as 
beer will soon bo a common refreshment 
among the natives of Central America. 
Part of the Transit's cargo consists of 
000 cases of beer and 150 sacks of malt. 
It is understood that Seattle men intend 
starting a brewery in Guatemala. 

The Britisli ship Chiltonford, 2,198 
tons, Captain Chapman, has arrived at 
Port Townseml from Santa Rosalia, seek- 
ing charter. Most probably she will be 
chartered to load lumber at Tacoma. 
She is a line new steel four-masted bark, 
built in 1891' at Glasgow, and came to 
Santa Rosalia from Cardiff with coal.

Five cars, containing 700 bales 
of cotton drilling, have arrived at Tacoma 
from the Fast, and will form part of the 
ship's outward cargo. 

The tug Hope has cleared for Tacoma 
with about .'100,000 feet of cedar anil 
spruce lumber from the Say ward mill.

— The blue- 
blooded two-year-olds, Orestes, son of 
the mighty Ormonde, and San Mateo, 
son of the great Salvator, met on the In- 
glesi.le track yesterday, when San Mateo 
won, time CIS seconds. On Friday last 
the two colts met in a race in which 
there were several starters. San Mateo 
got awav first and was never caught. 
Mr. Macdonough, the owner of Orestes, 
who brought Ormonde to California, was 
not satisfied and made a match with the 
owner of San Mateo for .$1,000 a side, 
which was run yesterday with the above 
result. San Mateo is the son of Salva- 
tor, a Kentucky bred horso brought 
to California. There was no ques- 
tion about Salvator's capacity as 
a two-year-oid, a three-year-old and 
a four-year-old. Ho holds the best 
records for a mile and a quarter that 
America ever produced. Ormonde, the 
sire of Orestes, is without doubt the 
greatest race horse England has pro- 
duced since Hermit, which won the sen- 
sational Derby of 1807. Ormonde has 
got in England five great race horses and 
there is no reason that Orestes should 
not be as good as his sire. His conform- 
ation is such that as a sprinter he is a 
little slow to get moving in a short dash, 
such as a half mile or four and a half 
furlongs. He is better when the dis- 
tance is lengthened to 5, 5)4 or 6 fur- 
longs. When he gets older a long dis- 
tance, up to four miles, will suit him 
as well as any colt every seen in this 
country.
